Trevor Colbourn holds degrees from the University of London, the College of William and Mary and the Johns Hopkins University 
— where he secured his doctorate in American History in 1953. A peripatetic professor, he taught at Penn State and Indiana 
universities before serving as graduate dean at the University of New Hampshire (1967-1973) and Academic Vice President and 
Acting President at San Diego State University (1973-1978). He was designated president of what was then Florida Technological 
University in January 1978 but by the following December succeeded in changing the name of that institution to the University 
of Central Florida and thus far has survived both the name change and the introduction of a football program to UCF. 

Dr. Colbourn is author or editor of a number of books and articles, including THE LAMP OF EXPERIENCE (1965 and 1974), 
THE COLONIAL EXPERIENCE (1966), THE AMERICAN PAST IN PERSPECTIVE (1970), FAME AND THE FOUNDING 
FATHERS (1974), and THE AMERICANS (with Henry F. Bedford, 1972and 1976). He has also contributed numerous book reviews 
to such journals as THE AMERICAN HISTORICAL REVIEW, THE JOURNAL OF SOUTHERN HISTORY, THE JOURNAL 
OF AMERICAN HISTORY, and the SATURDAY REVIEW. He notes that administrative duties have reduced such writing 
activities drastically, but will bring out the third edition of his co-authored text, THE AMERICANS, early in 1980. 

Dr. Colbourn is also a member of the Boards of Directors of the Orlando Area Chamber of Commerce, the United Way of Orange 
County, and the Orlando Opera Company, as well as the Kiwanis Club of Orlando.

Services
